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5. I believe that the original, above-identified U.S. Patent is partly 
inoperative by reason of my having claimed less than I had the right to claim in the subject 
patent. 

Claims 1-42 and 56-67 are pending in the present reissue application, of 
which Claims 1-42 are identical to Claims 1-42 of our U.S. Patent 5,661,362, as corrected 
in the Certificate of Correction issued on March 31, 1998. 

Our U.S. Patent 5,661,362 correctly claims some aspects of our invention 
relating to a display device, but does not claim other aspects to which we are entitled. 
Therefore, our U.S. Patent 5,661,362 does not give our invention adequate protection. 
Claims 56-67 were added in this reissue appUcation, and recite at least some features which 
either do not appear in, or are broader in scope than, any of the claims of our U.S. Patent 
5,661.362. 

In particular, one of the errors in our U.S. Patent 5,661,362 is that the 
display apparatus recited in Claim 56 includes a fluorescent layer, and this feature is 
broader than at least one feature of original Claims 1-42 (of our U.S. Patent 5,661,362, as 
corrected in the Certificate of Correction issued on March 31, 1998), which recited a 
display device comprising, inter aUa, fluorescent members located at an inner side/face of a 
face plate above an electron-emitting device. 

Accordingly, I believe that the failure of our U.S. Patent 5,661,362 to 
provide adequate protection for the aspects of our invention discussed above and set forth 
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in Claim 56 renders the patent partly inoperative for the reason that we claimed less than 
we had the right to claim in the patent.
